A second hearing for Tullytown Borough Justice of 
the Peace James V, Parte, charged with embezzlement 
by a public officer and fraudulent conversion on 14 
counts, was continued last night after state witnesses 
were ordered to return with more evidence.

Parto lives with his wife, Lucy, 
and three children at 7 Lilac Lane, 
Lakeside, Levittown. 
Parto, % serving h s second six 
year term as a justice of the 
peace. He received a preliminary 
hearing before Langhorne Justice 
of the Peace John W. Boiler the 
day he was arrested. Parto was 
released in $1,000 bail pending 
last night’s hearing. 
‘No Intention To Plea* 


After reading the first of 14 
charges to Parto, Squire Belier 
asked, “Now Mr. Parto, how do 
you plead to the charge of embez­ 
zlement, guilty or not guilty?** 
James Fitzcharles III, Parto’s 
attorney, told Squire Beiler, "Mr. 
Parte has no intention to plea at 
this time, your honor." 
Fitzcharles gave the same ans­ 
wer when Parto was asked how 
he would plead to the fraudulent 
conversion charge 
Squire Beiler said he would 
then 
read 
the 
13 
remaining 
charges and ask for Parto’s plea. 
The attorney objected. 
Squire Beiler said he would 
have to read the lengthy papers 
unless the state witnesses (Wal­ 
terick and Jacob) would want to 
withdraw those charges. He said, 
“we must determine if the evi­ 
dence indicates the offenses did 
occurr.” 
Didn t Withdraw 


Walterick and Jacob did not 
withdraw the charges and Squire 
Beiler then asked the two men 
to be sworn as witness to five 
their testimony. 
Walterick testified he had gone 
to the county administration build­ 
ing in Doylestown Sept. 25, 1961 
on business. He has with him a 
list of persons sent to three local 
justices of the peace to answer

Two more house fires, one of 
them directly attributed by fire­ 
men to a clogged flue pipe, broke 
out locally last night.

1,600 
Shelters 
Planned 


The 
first 
major step 
translating plans for the na­ 
tional fallout shelter pro­ 
gram into reality was an­ 
nounced today by Col. Lew­ 
is R. Stretch, county Civil 
Defense director. 


Stretch said the Fourth Naval 
District has given a Norristown 
engineering firm a contract for a 
fallout shelter survey covering all 
of Bucks County. 


The survey will be made by 
Everett, Alvare, Harkins and Gil- 
boy, a firm of architects, engin­ 
eers and city planners which has 
established numerous offices in 
Pennsylvania and New York. 
Joining Col. Stretch in the an­ 
nouncement were Capt. George 
E. Fisher of the Fourth Naval 
District and Jack Anderson, Eas­ 
tern area Civil Defense director. 
The officials estimated that I,* 
500 to 1,600 shelters suitable for 
public use will be found in the 
county. They must meet stand­ 
ards of the Civil Defense office of 
the Defense Department for fall­ 
out protection. 
Study of all Buildings 
All kinds of buildings, except 
single-family residences will be 
studied. The primary study will 
be directed toward federal, state, 
county, and municipal buildings, 
public or community buildings 
and commercial facilities. Apart­ 
ments, dormitories and industrial 
plants will also be examined. 
The officials asked local Civil 
Defens* directors and the public 
to cooperate with representatives 
of the survey firm permitting 
them to collect data on all build­ 
ings which appear to offer the 
required fallout shelter factor. 
Privately . owned buildings will 
not be surveyed without permis­ 
sion of the owners. 
During Next 3 Mouths 
Walter F. Spiegel, chief engin­ 
eer for Everett, Alvare, Harkins 
and Gilboy, said his representa­ 
tives will cover virtually every 
neighborhood and street in Bucks 
County in the next three months. 
Spiegel said the first phase of 
the survey will include a study 
of the maximum population of 
each area and of existing struc­ 
tures which will qualify for poten­ 
tial fallout shelters for 50 or more 
persons. 
Spiegel said his firm will try to 
make the survey as complete and 
accurate as possible to locate the 
best possible protection for citi­ 
zens throughout the county.

CAPE CANAVERAL <UPI>-An 
Air Force Minuteman “instant 
ICBM" streaked from an under­ 
ground launcing pad and soared 
across the Atlantic Ocean today 
—a full success for America’s 
first rocket test of the new year. 
The 56-foot missile blasted away 
(rn its ocean-spanning flight at 
IO a.m. EST after a perfect count­ 
down. 
The 
success 
was the 
third 
straight for Minuteman missiles 
in firings from concrete-lined fir­ 
ings “silos" buried beneath the 
crust of the earth, and the fourth 
success in seven shots including 
surface launchings. 
The three-stage rocket, powered 
by massive solid-fueled engines, 
sent a furnace (rf flame and 
smoke from the 85-foot firing 
tube, and climbed through the 
fiery wash a split-second later. 
The rocket leaned sharply to 
the southeast and darted into the 
sky with the acceleration charac 
Eristic (rf solid-fueled missiles. It 
disappeared behind low-hanging 
clouds less than IO seconds later 
The Minuteman sent its nose 
cense and a dummy warhead con 
sisting (rf hundreds of pounds of 
test instruments into a target area 
in tile South Atlantic, aff the west 
coast of Africa, less than a half 
hour later,

Defense Plea 


Thirty days and 23 hours after he held up a finance 
company in the Levittown Shop-A-Rama, Carl O. Men- 
schner today was sentenced to one-and-a-half to five 
years in the state penitentiary. 
Bucks County President Judge Edward O. Biester 
told the 43-year-old Morrisville man, when he sentenced 
him this morning, “this is one of the lightest sentences 
ever imposed for armed holdup. 


‘ Armed holdup is ooe (rf the 
most serious of all crimes," Judge 
Biester added. "It very frequent­ 
ly results in serious injury and 
sometimes in death." 
Judge Biester said the l i g h t 
sentence was attributed to the de­ 
fense attorney’s speech listing 
facts favorable to Menschner’s 
case. 
Calls It Isolated Act 
Before the sentence was im 
posed, Attorney Isaac S. Garb 
public defender representing Men- 
schner, had told the court that hie 
client’s deed ‘’differs from the us­ 
ual kind of holdup. It was not 
a 
professional 
holdup," 
Garb 
said, "it was an isolated act. It 
was not aggravated." 
"The evidence would indicate the 
gun was not loaded," Garb con­ 
tinued. “He found himself with 
his hack to the wall and some­ 
what desperate." 
Garb noted that Menschner and 
defense witnesses last week testi* 
tied that he had financial prob­ 
lems including medical expenses 
for his wife and the coming of 
Christmas.

Jacob Testifies 
Jacob then began his testimony, 
He said a $25 fine collected by 
Parto June IO. 1960 had not been 
paid to the county treasurer un­ 
til Nov. 14. 1961. He sair he could 
produce an affidavit from a wom­ 
an who said she paid Parto the 
fine. Cross-examination disclosed, 
however, the statement had not 
been notarized, just 
signed 
by 
Walterick, Jacob and the witness, 
and was therefore, an “unsworn” 
statement, not an affidavit. 
Jacob again became angry and 
complained that he was 
being 
badgered by Fitzcharles. He said 
he would take the entire matter 
to District Attorney Paul R. Beek- 
ert 
Fitzcharles then moved to dis­ 
miss the charges against Parto 
He said no first-hand evidence 
had been produced to indicate 
that fines had been paid to Par­ 
to or to anyone else. Fitzcharles 
pointed out Walterick and Jacob 
had two months to get witnesses 
and brought none to the hearing 
Cites Hearsay Evidence 
Squire Beiler said there had 
been hearsay evidence given dur­ 
ing the hearing, but nevertheless.
